It  has  cone  to  ny"  attention  that  on  February  lU,  19^9#  Eepreaentatlve 
Sasscor  Introduced  HR  2665  ^  "A  Bill  to  Provide  for  the  Adnlnle-teation  of  the 
Central  Intelligence  Agency,  estahllshed  pursuant  to  Section  102,  National 
Security  Act  of  1947#  eiiA  for  other  purposes,”  This  hill  vas  referred  to  the 
Conaaittee  on  Anaed  Services, 


A  slnilar  hill  vas  introduced  hy  ^nator  Seltonstall,  on  May  17,  1948, 
as  Senate  Bill  2688. 


The  Sasscor  neasuro  contains  a  provision  which,  did  not.  appear  in  the 
Saltonstall  hill,  Xhider  "General  Authorities"  Section  6  (g)  appears  the  following: 


"Whenever  the  Blreotor  (of  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency)  and.  the 
Attorney  General  shall  determine  that  the  entry  of  &.  particular  alien  into 
the  United  States  for  permanent  residence  is  in  the  interest  of  hatlonol 
security  or  essential  to  the  furtherance  of  the  national  Intelligence  mission, 
such  alien  and  his  immediate  family  shall  ho  given  entry  into  the.  United 
States  for  permanent  residence  without  regard  to  their  Inadmlsolhllity  under 
the  immigration  or  any  other  laws  end  regulations,  or  to  the  failure  tp  com¬ 
ply  with  such  laws  and  regulations:  Provided,  That  the  number  of  aliens  and 
members  of  their  immediate  families  entering  the  tfiiited  States  under  th® 
authority  of  this  section  shall  in  no  case  exceed  one  hundred  in  any  one 
calendar  year."

quid  pro  quo  basis .  In-  other  words,  such  a  provision,  in  order 
to  protect  this  country,  should  contain  a  stipulation  that  removj^ 
from  the  United  States  of  the  alien  and  his  family  would  follow 
a  failure  to  properly  cooperate  with  toe  agencies' of  toe  United 
States  or  would  follow  in  addition  any  violation  or  attempted
